It is the same 
J ion on earth, of course, but in 
welestial space—the earth having trav- 
eled haifway around the sun—the dis- 
tance is 186,000,000 miles. With this | 
as the base of a triangle the astrono- 
mer, by a simple calculation, com- 
putes the opening of the angle where 
the star‘is situated and then finds 
the-distance to the earth—that is, he 
could do’ sd ,accurately if the 186,000,- 
060 miles were proportionately long | 
withthe two other sides of the tri- 
angle instead of Beitig almost inade- 
quately short. 

Some idea of the method may be 
gained from its employment for land 
measuring. The distance to a moun- | 
tain top is desired, The surveyor lays 
off a few hundred yards on_ the 
ground, finds the angles at which 
straight lines proceed from this basis 
of measurement to the mountain top | 
and then solves the problem easily. | 
To ascertain the distance to the moon | 
a very long line is needed—one drawn 
between two observatories will do— 
not along the earth’s surface, which 
is round, but the straight line through 
the earth, from observatery to obser: | 
vatory. With this line a triangle is 
drawn, with the moon at the vertex, 
and the satellite found to be 240,000 
miles away. 

In making a triangle with a star 
astronomers have had recourse to the 
longest line possible to earthlings— 
between the aforementioned points lo 
cated by the extremes of the earth’s 
orbit. If a star were only a million 
miles off a 186,000,000. mile shift in the 
position of the earth would afford 
quite an advantage for a Jook at the 
other cheek, yet it makes hardly an 
appreciable distance in the relative 
position with the nearest star, Alpha 
Centauri, 26,000,000,000,000 miles be- 
yond. 

Now, the are of a circltt#-divided 
into 360 degrees, each subdivided into 
60 minutes and the minute into 60 
seconds.

YOUNG VIOLINIST TO MAKE LON. 
DON DEBUT 


—- . 
Pole of Twenty-Years Acclaimed by 
Critics as Marvelous Player 

Daniel Melsa, an exceedingly clever 
young Violinist, who is acclaimed by 
competent critics as possessing su- 
preme talent, has arrived in London, 
and will make his appearance at Stein- 
Way Hall, 

There is nothing of the conventional 
musical genius about Melsa. He looks 
older than his years, which are not 
yet 20, but that is usual with his race. 
His black hair is close cropped, his 
eyes have a rather dreamy expression, 
but he is interested in everything and 
quite devoid of affectation. Of a 
singularly modest demeanor, he does 
not care to talk about himself and 
career, though he is full of gratitude 
poh those who have befriended 

im. 

His early life was singularly sad and 
overshadowed by a_ great tragedy. 
Born at Warsaw in 1893, M@isa’s par- 
ents removed to Lodz three years 

| later. The boy, when quite small, 
| had a passion for music, and his father 
| bought him a violin, on which he 
taught himself to play melodies. He 
| had no lessons until he was about 7 
} years of age, when a professor of Lodz 
happened to hear him play, and was 
so astonished at the talent he display- 
|ed that he advigSed his father to lave 
|the boy educated, and prophesied a 
great future for him. 
; After receiving instruction from | 
minor musicians, the boy, at the age 
‘of 9, entered the conservatorium of 
Professor Grudzinski, where he re- 
mained two years.

the streets and never returned, This 
was the time of the Jewish massacres,

THIEVES MAKE BIG HAUL 


Box Containing $25,000 In Gold Stolen 
While In Transit From Berlin 

A box which contained about 
$25,000 in gold has been stolen during 
transit from Berlin to South America, 
Lloyd's underwriters state. The rob- 
bery follows very close upon the mys- 
terious theft of $50,000 from a con- 
signment of $1,000,000 from the Bank 
of England to the Credit Lyonnais, 
Alexandria. In that case lead was 
substituted for the gold. 

The Berlin box has been traced up 
to when it was transferred at Ham- 
burg to a boat for transshipment to the 
steamship Cap Blanco, bound for Rio. 
When the boat reached the steamer 
the bullion box could not be found. 

During the last two years there have 
been four robberies of bullion during 
transit across Europe. It is well 
known, said a detective officer last 


work. In the $50,000 Credit Lyon- 
nais robbery it has been established 
that the two cases found to cantain 
lead were the original cases, thus dis- 
posing of the theory that there was a 
substitution of boxes, One alien nail 
was found to have been driven in and 
the wax of the reimposed seals was 
different from that used by the Bank 
of England. 

It is quite clear that the thieves by 
some means obtain knowledge of the 
movement of bullion, the date, the 
route and the exact description of the 
boxes in which the gold is placed. 
But so far they have evaded capture.

MERCHANT SHIPS IN WAR 


Mystery Seems to Attach to Prepara- 
tions by Germany 


London. — Sir John D. Rees 
put a remarkable question in’ the 
house of commons, regarding the con- 
version of German merchant ships into 
warships. 

He asked the first lord of the admir- 
alty if he would state what steps the 
government had taken to countervajil 
the privilege of allowing conversion 
of merchantmen Into warships, con- 
ferred on Germany by the ratification 
in 1909 of The Hague conference of 
1907, whereby 128 warships, 45. of 
which were over 10,000 tons, and all 
of which were specially adapted to 
conversion, would be added to the Ger- 
man fleet when the empire was at war. 

Doctor Machnamara, who replied for 
the government, said he could not ac- 
cept the figures of Sir John Rees. 

The q#estion of the protection of 
British trade and commerce is one 
which has constantly the attention of 
the admiralty, he said, and I am not 
prepared to make any statement as to 
what steps will be or have been taken 
in the matter.

ALBANIANS SLAIN BY SERVIANS 


Unauthenticatéd Statement in Vienna 
N Says 25,000 Have

Viennay — The Reichspost which 
publishes a report from a reliable per- 
sonality whose name is not mentioned, 
stating that 25,000 Albanians have 
been slaughtered by Servians and com- 
itadjis in old Servia and along the 
routes taken by the Servian forces in 
the march to the Adriatic.

Albanian corpses, the Servians find- 
ing the frozen ground too hard to dig 
graves. At Ferisovitch, where the 
Albanians resisted, more than 1200 
were killed, only three Mohametan Al- 
banians over 15 years of age being 
left alive. ‘ 

Five thousand Albanians were killed } 
at Prishtina. The writer admits that 
the Turkish officers here misused the 
white flag, and the Servians in revenge 
slaughtered hundreds of families down 
to children in the cradles. 

There was no resistance at Priz- 
rend, but 400 persons were killed in 
the first few days after the entry of 
the Servian troops.

The band woven rug or the colonial 
squares have come back to favor in 
the general return to the colonial 
styles of interior decoration that have 
swept over our bomes, 

There are many forms of hand wov- 
en rugs,.the braided form being the 
easiest. A single braid of three strands 
is made of strips of cotton materials 
of many colors, sewed in long’strands 
and collected in large balls before the 
braiding is begun. j 

The plaited rug can be in a round 
Torm or a Jong oval rug. Some women 
fare.emphasizing one color, and there- 
fore the long strips are dyed by any of 
the directions that come with reliable 
dyes on the market. 

A hooked rug may be made of pieces 
of linen, silk, gingham, etc., and a 
piece of burlap or bagging. 

The small pieces are pulled up 
through the weave of the burlap by 
means of a rug hook. The strands are 
drawn tightly on the under surface, 
and when finished the wrong side re- 
sembles a series of plain stitches. On

the upper side there are loops one inch | 


deep. The whole material is filled in 
with loops in single patterns. Squares, 
circles, borders, ete., are marked off 
and then filled in. When finished 
these loops should’ be cut about a 
quarter of-an inch off the top. The 
result will be a soft, solid pile.
